“My dreams deal with 
people,” said Williams, a 
doctoral candidate in 
educational administration. 
His goal is to see a society 
where people not only 
claim to support the values 
of. education, love, justice 
and peace, but back up the 
talk with action. 

As one of 300 Ford 
Foundation Fellows in the 
Consortium for Education 
Leadership, he -feels he 
has learned much about 
how to spur action for 
positive change. 

Williams earned his 
master’s degree at Ohio 
State as a Ford Fellow in 
urban administrtion, while 


other students studied in’ 


other areas of administra- 
tion at one of seven univer- 
sities in the five-year con- 
sortium. 

He. served as midwest 
regional coordinator for 
the program and believes 
the national communica- 
tion network he _ helped 
establish among the Ford 
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2.37 Value 
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CLUTCH 


Fellows will continue to be 
an influence for change as 
the consortium is phased 
out this year. 

A school administrator, 
Williams said, has an 
obligation to learn to work 
within the context of the 
social system to change at- 
titudes about the educa- 
tional systems’ part in 
society. 

“It's stupid to blame the 
high schools for failing to 
educate our children,” he 
said. “For too long we 
have labored as if educa- 
tion is something separate 
and apart from the rest of 
the social system." 

Williams believes society 
has to change before the 
public education system 
can be significantly im- 
proved. 

“We preach one kind of 
life, but live an entirely dif- 
ferent kind of life," he said. 
“People can say anything, 
but we demonstrate our 
values by our actions. 

“For example, a great 
football player can go out 
and get a $5 million con- 
tract, but a scholar who 
has invested maybe 13 
years in an education may 


get in -as -an- assistant 
professor at $12,000 a 
year.” 


These values are acted 
out in the high schools, 
too, Williams said. “You 
can—get-parents into 
booster clubs for football 
teams,__but__try _to_-_bring 
them out for ‘‘In-the- 
Know," he said. 

“Or get a coach who as 
a teacher is turning out 
people with real self-hood, 
but he has an 0 and 20 
record. See how fast he's 
gotten out of there. This is 
what we're telling our 
children -- “We don't care 
if you're a great person if 
you're a loser. Winning is 
the only thing!" 

Williams believes a 
school administrator is in 


‘an excellent position to 


work at changing what the 
example of society tells 
students. When he worked 
as an assistant principal in 
Washington;-"D:C-.-for 
years after earning his 
master's degree, he found 
the attitudes of society, in- 
cluding teachers, held 
students back more than 
anything else. 

“When .a student did 
something great, everyone 
was shocked by it,” 
Williams said. ‘Now, what 
does this say to the 
students about them- 
selves? We need to start 
letting kids feel that they 
can accomplish some- 
thing, help them under- 
stand that the only thing 
greater than themselves is 
the heavens above. Once 
they begin to feel they can 
accomplish something, 

“ney begin -to—put—fort 
more effort. 

“The whole community 
needs to be involved in

believes can make a differ- 
ence in a pluralist society. 

He also believes the op- 
portunities provided by the

attitudes in the future. 

“What we can do in 
educational administra- 
tion is recognize that we 
are colleagues with the 
same goal, and that in- 
cludes professors as well 
as principais, teachers and 
the community," Williams 
said.

He gave the $1 
bill to Norwood as a token 
of their old friendship and 
in recognition of Nor- 
wood's 72nd birthday. 

Before departing, Pfeifer 
advised Mrs. Alexan“ to

“Norwood: Pfeifer also in- 


vited Norwood to “see me 
anytime if you are in need 
of money.’ 

Norwood, reflecting on 
his traumatic experience, 
vowed {o never enter a 
similar transaction without 
seeking advice from my 
relatives and people like 
“Mr. Lynch." 

Norwood said that he 
met Pfeifer several years 
ago when he was bar- 
becuing outside a place on 
Joyce Ave.

When you found yourself 
idle on a Friday night, you 
would always check the 
school's itinerary and 
scurry off to an athletic 
eyent. East had foliqwers.

Now it is only every so 
often that you can go to an 
East High event and find 
“standing room only.” 

We must also remember 
that the Connor-Lamar- 
Mizelie era at East High 
was earmarked by whole- 
hearted participation of 


school officials in the 
athletic programs. 

One simply cannot 
disassociate Jack Gibbs’ 
name from those early 
championship teams. He 
was so much more than 
just the principal: a con- 
summate advisor. 

As Garnett Davis told me 
on Saturday: ‘When |

Many white groups during the past 
few yeers, have, in a way, berated 
Negroes for being 80 sensitive and 
pushy on the subject of: racial 
discrimination. 

It wes refreshing, therefore, to read 
in The Washington Newsletter, 
published by The Itallan American 
Foundation, Inc., Washington, D.C., 
that the Italians too are concerned 
about racial segregation. 

In the March-April issue, of the 
Washington Newsletter, Ron de 
Peole, the editor, speaking at a din- 
ner in Weehington, said: ‘“I-AM 

could become a unifying 
force to which Italian Americans 

t the country could turn. 
with problems of discrimination.” 

“Many of the cases of 
discrimination,” said Mr. de Paolo, 
“brought to the attentiorof |-AM 
magazine, are hard to pin down and 
almost impossible to eliminate 
through legal channels.” He said ad- 
ditional staff had been hired to reply 
to claime of discrimination. He said 
the magazine is “currently exploring 
the feasibility of establishing a 
seperate editorial department that 
would publish accounts of 
discrimination.” 

While it has been said that misery 
loves company, Negroes can cer- 
tainly sympathize with the Italians In 
their frustrations over discrimination 
and say, brother, welcome to the 
club. 

It is Ironic, that here in Cleveland, 
some of the most vocal protestors 
against Negroes, have been Italians. 
The Italian settlement on Mayfield 
RoadMurray Hill, generally called 
“Little Italy,” until recently, was a 
“no-nans area,” for Negroes. African 
students attending Case-Western 
University, have been brutally beaten 
up because they went into the area 
just to use the laundromat. Serious 
race riots erupted in the area during 
the sixties and early seventies. _ 

Just last week when City Council 
held ite meeting in the “Little Italy,” 
area, the dally papers took editorial 
note of the occasion as a’big change 
from the turbulent past.

As | read this, | couldn’t help but 
recall how, when Negroes presented 
their appointment list to President 
Carter, many whites complained that 
Negroes were asking for too much. 

While we~talk about the 
Congressional Black Caucus which 

has 17 members, the Italians are 
boasting of the fact that they have 31 
members, in their Congressional 
delegation. They have 26 Democrats 
and 5 Republicans. Congressman 
Peter W. Rodino, who comes from a 
New Jersey district with a Black 
majority population, is quoted as 
saying: when he “came to Congress 
in 1949 there were only three Italian 
American Congressmen and in 1977 
there are 31.” 

In 1949, Negroes had two 
Congressmen: William t. Dawson, 
Chicago, and Adam Clayton Powell, 
New York.

Job Corps Bill Okayed 


if a bill which the Ohio General Assembly passed 

and sent to Gov. James A. Rhodes last week is signed 
into law, the acute unemployment roll among 
youngsters of at least 16, is virtually certain to be con- 
siderably eased. 
The House, before adjourning for its customary 
weekend recess Thursday, passed a bill designed to 
create a Civilian Conservation Corps (CCC), 
reminiscent of Depression era programs created by 
President Franklin D.\Roosevelt. 

Under provisions of the previously enacted Senate 
C.would.give.a_minimum.of wage, public 
service jobs to young, unemplo Ohioans who 
would toil in. strip .mine_reciamation, flood ‘control, 
eg or other environmental projects, under the Ohio 

. of Natural Resources. 

@ workers would be hired for six to 12 months at 
the prevailing minimum wage. However, if housing, 
clothing and lood are provi during their stay with 
CCC, the wages would be less. The youngsters would 
be housed in four’ camps of not more than 50 workers 
in various sections of the state. 

While Gov. Rhodes. vetoed a similar measure two 
years ago, his office has indicated that with several 
changes in the bill, it will likely be approved by 
Rhodes. ’ 


State Rep. Lee Brown, (D-Columbus), is one of the 
few freshmen lawmakers who appears.to be ignoring 
the unwritten rule which holds that freshmen are to be 
seen and not heard. Brown, who promised to take a

last November, is-not only being heard, but he has 


* sponsored several bills of his own. 


One such measure which he dumped into the 
House hopper last week, calls for a sterilization of all 
second handed bedding and stuffed toys prior to 
resale. The bill would require the seller of any such 
items to sterilize them in accordance with rules of the 
Bedding Advisory Board. - 

Brown, one of the most dramatic and effective 
orators of the House, expressed the feeling that 
“people who buy second hand articles should be 
protected from infectious or contagious diseases.” 
Although present law prohibits the sale of any article 
infected with diseases, no treatment is prescribed by 
the board to disinfect these items, he noted. 

If his bill should become law, it could hike the work 
load of the Department of Industrial Relations of 
which the Bedding Advisory Board functions. And 
Mrs. Helen Evans, the Director, the first black woman 
in the Governor's cabinet, may not relish the idea of a 
strain being put on her already tight budget.

Spokesman For Freedom 


To listen to the howls of some editorials, you'd 
think Andrew Young has been making awful 
diplomatic gaffes. Actually, he’s only been telling the 
truth. The truth often hurts and that accounts for all 
the heat America's spokesman for freedom has been 


etting. 
“i Wha Young accepted the post of US Ambassador 
to the UN, he said he wanted to be the Ad- 


ministration’s “point man" — to occupy the most ad- 
vanced and dangerous positions. In fulfilling that role, 
he has said some things that are not popular in some 
circles, or are more usually said with so much caution 
that nobody gets the message. 

By gutting the doubletalk that usually infects public 
comments of-officials, and by telling. some home 
truths in a refreshingly open style, Ambassador 
Young is serving his Administration, the country and 
the people who ought to become involved in foreign 
policy discussions to a far greater degree. 

But what exactly is it that Ambassador Young has 
said that gets so many people upset? The most recent 
statement to unleash criticism was that the South 
African government is “illegitimate.” 

Now who can argue with that? What is morally 
legitimate about a white minority government that 
rules over a large black minority denied any sem- 
blance of a stake in that society. The South African 
situation is simply not comparable to any other. There 
may—be countries ruled by dictators which deny 
democratic rights, but such governments reflect the 
society they rule. 

In South Africa a minority white population rules

country's government. q 
Another statement that drew criticism was that 
Britain is “a little chicken” on race. Well, the 
language may be a bit more colorful than that of most 
diplomats, but again, it's true. Britain, from the hey- 
day of .its.empire to the present, has always exhibited 
a casual r . Of course itis not alone in this: our 
own country. along with many others shares this 
disease. ,

It seems absurd to have a policy of detente with 
Russia, to have high officials visit China, to trade with 
the Soviet bloc and then to panic and cut off all 
relations with African countries that espouse 
Marxism. 

The real test should be whether such countries 
honor their ‘agreements. with us and to all ap- 
pearances, Angola, for one, is protecting American oil 
interests on its soil. So. why pick a-fight over ideology

There are many ways to pay for post- 
secondary education. Postsecondary 
refers to-any formal education nd the 
high school level. Essentially there are five 
cetegories to call upon .to pay for 
education. No matter what color you come 
in, scholarships, grants, loans, saving and 
employment are methods for funding an 
education. 

Scholarships-are-awarded on the basis 
Of academic ability and financial need. It 
takes some smarts, as well as desperation 
to deserve this choice dish. Scholarships 
don't have to be repaid. 

Those.of us in desperation for a degree 
at the minus genius levels need grants. 
Like a scholarship, a grant is a gift. The 
federal government is one of the largest 
sources of student financial aid in the 
United States. 

It allocates funds each year to schools. 
The schools in turn disburse the funds to 
their students. The first step then is for 
anyone needing financial support to go to 
school is to go directly to the financial aid 
office of the school of their choice and ask 
for a grant. 

The student will then open the many 
financial doors available for all students.
